Bryan Morning E alge.)—All Spain is 
excited over the adventures of a hand­ 
some, plausible young man, who. in the 
style of the Koej>enick shoem aker, has 
carried out a rem arkable imposture. 
The adventurer. Emile San Pedro. Is 
now being tried for Illegally wearing a 
military uniform and m ilitary decora­ 
tions to which he was not entitled. 
Pell no a year ago was living at Gi­ 
braltar. where i*' passed himself off 
as the son of a general who fought in 
Cuba. 
He became 
engaged 
to the 
daughter of one of the officers of the 
garrison, but before the m arriage 
he 
was arrested on a charge of fraud and 
taken to Barcelona, but tjiere the pro­ 
ceedings were dropped. 
Then Pedro 
turned up in london, where he l*oaed 
as the son of a member of the Span* 


ish cabinet, and was received into the 


beat society. 
Leaving England he 
crosse® 
the 


Channel, accompanied by a man said 
to be an Englishm an, and on landing 
in 
France 
he called 
him self 
the 
"Prince of B attenberg,” and proudly 
announced him self as a brother of the 
Queen of Spain. 
Before leaving for 
Paris Pedro sent a telegram to 
the 
Spanish and British am bassadors 
In 
Paris, announcing th at the Prince of 
B attenberg and his secretary 
would 
arrive in the French capital at a cer­ 
tain hour. 
W hen the train reached 
Paris the two adventurers found w ait­ 
ing to receive them representatives of 
the two em bassies 
and 
the French 
Government, and a guard of honor. 
The pair left a day afterw ards for 
Spain, and they were next heard of at 
Saragossa. 
T here they put up at a 
leading hotel and were entertained by 
the governor and the mayor. 
From 
Saragossa they traveled to 
Toledo, 
where they were equally successful in 
imimxlng ui>on the authorities. 
In the 
course of a round of festivites given 


In their honor, the “Prince" made the 


acquaintance of Cardinal S andia, the 


Prim ate of Spain. 
As he was about 


to quit the city the “ Prince’’ suddenly 
discovered that he was short of ready 
money, so he borrowed 5,000 pesetas 
from the Cardinal, but being of a gen­ 
erous disposition, he 
handed 
back 
1.000 pesetas for the poor of Toledo. 
Pedro wag finally arrested in this 
city, while passing him self as a cap­ 
tain of artillery. 
His 
downfall 
was 
due largely to his overwhelm ing van­ 
ity. 
He purchased a num ber of Span­ 
ish decorations and pinned them to 
his uniform. 
The first day he wore 
them the fraud was detected, and Pe­ 
dro was arrested. 
Bit by hit the po­ 
lice have pieced together his life story, 
which is one of the most rem arkable 
to be found in the police records 
of 
Continental Europe. 
A fter 
Pedro's 
arrest ills companion disappeared and 
has not yet been found.
